SOUTH CHINA BRANCH. 
MEETS.

The regular summer meeting of 
the South China Branch of the China 
Medical Missionary Association 
was held in Canton on July 12,.13, 
and14.- After the usual routine 
spe. s had been nade regarding 
the ionaries’ werk, the question 
“Shall we change our C.M.MLA, 
Constitution?” was ' discussed. 
After Dr. Cadbury had pointed out 
the advantages and disadvantages 
of any change, it was decided to 
bring up thesubject ata later mect~ 
ing. The chief points made by 
Dr, Cadbury were :—Advantages: 
There would be — increased 
membership: +-and therefore 
increased “influence, especially 
as there ould only be one medical 
association. The adherence of such 
a jarge body of physicians to a 
high ethical cqde would clevate 
medical practice in China, prevent 
unethical practice and eliminate 
uncthical physicians. Since the 
large nuclet’s would consist of mise 
sionary physicians, the principles 
of the C.M.M.A., would influence 
the whole medical: professions of 
China. The C.M.M.A. would be a 
section of the C.M.A, The disad- 
vantages are that there would be 
non Christian members and these 
might be able to secure the import- 
ant positions and lower the scien- 
tific standards of the Association,
